INTO THE BAY. 


A. J. Bryant of San Francisco 
Drowned. 


He Falls from a Ferryboat While 
Crossing to Oakland. 


Doubts as to Whether His Death Was 
Suicide or Accident. : 


The Theory of Suicide Scouted by Hla Friends— 
Sketch of His Career in California— 
An 0ld-time Political Land- 
mark Removed. 


By Telegraph to The Tim's. 

SAN Francisco, May 11.—[Special.] The 
city was startled this morning by the news 
that A. J. Bryant, prominent in business 
and political circles and formerly Mayor of 
‘San Francisco, had been drowned in the 
bay. He had taken passage on the Natrrow- 
gauge Company’s ferryboat Encinal for 
Oakland, and on the trip had either fallen 
or leaped into the water. A boat picked 
him up, but when taken ashore all efforts to 
resuscitate him failed. There were confiict- 
ing rumors about the affair, one being that 
he had committed suicide, and the other 
that he had been attacked with a fit and had 
fallen overboard. Inquiry among those 
who witnessed the drowning elicited the 
following: 

Bur Wells, in the employ of the Pacific 
Transfer Company, said: “I took the 9:15 
a.m. Narrow-gauge boat for Oakland. 1 
was on the upper rear deck. On that trip 
there were generally very few on board. lL 
did not notice Mayor Bryant particularly. 
When about 300 yards out from the wharf 
on our way to Oakland, turning around 
suddenly, I saw him in the act of falling 
over the railing. lcouldn’t say but what 
the sudden lungeof the steamer which 
caused me to turn around was the same that 
caused him to fall overboard, or whether 
he had a fitor not. But as soon as he 
struck the water he started out bravely to 
swim. It looked tomeas though he were 
trying to make for the steamer Alameda, 
behind us some 200 yards, comingin the 
same direction. Assoon as Capt. Hems- 
worth of the Encinal heard of the affair, he 
signaled the Alameda to lower a boat, be- 
cause that steamer was much nearer him 
than we were. Before the rescuing boat 
could reach him, however, he stopped try- 
ing to swim and was lying on his face, 
floating gently on the waves.” 

Capt. McKechnie of the steamer Ala- 
meda upon hearing the signal, lowered a 
boat and sent deckhands Johnson, Fretz, 
Fink and Peters out after the “man over- 
board,”’ with orders to take him back to the 
wharf, as the most expeditious means of 
getting him ashore. Johnson said: “When 
we picked him up he was lying on his face. 
A lot of air had accumulated under his 
clothes that prevented him from sinking. 
We got him into the boat as soon as pos- 
sible, laid him over the gunwale, and two 
of us tried every means in our power to 
resuscitate him, while the other twojrowed 
quickly to the Howard-street wharf. He 
was not exactly dgad when we found him. 
His eyes moved, but aside from that there 
was no expression of life in his face, and he 
never uttered a sound.” 

Mr. Bryant’s election as Mayor was at a 
time of great excitement. Prior to 1872 he 
had been identified with the councils of the 
Republican party, but he changed his poli- 
tics then and became a powerful faction in 
the Democracy. Nominated in 1875, he was 
elected after a red-hot canvass. Again in 
1877 he was the candidate of the Demo- 
cratic party, and again was elected. He 
managed to incur the displeasure of the 
ultra conservative element, and he left the 
Mayor’s chair in 1879 with a good record be- 
hind him. Since then he has been men- 
tioned for the Legislature and Mayoralty, 
but almost invariably declined. Mr. Bry- 
ant was a candidate before the last Demo- 
cratic State Convention for nomination for 
Governor. He opened headquarters in the 
Palace Hotel a few weeks before the con- 
vention met, and, assisted by his friends, 
made a very active canvass. He was sick at 
the time, but his indominable courage kept 
him around when other men would have 
taken to their beds. His name went befure 
the corivention, and, although he had a 
large share of the city delegation, he fell 
behind on the first ballot, He withdrew 
after the third ballot in favor of the late 
Gov. Bartlett, who then received the nom- 
ination over ex-Senator Patrick Reddy. 


ACCOUNT. 


The Insanity Theory Scouted by the 
‘Dead Man's Friends, 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A.J. Bryant, ex-Mayor of 
this city, while on the narrow-gauge ferry- 
boat this morning fell into thé bay and was 
drowned. The body was recovered and 
removed to the morgue. Considerable doubt 
is expressed as to whether Bryant’s death 
was an accident or suicide, and the latter 
theory seems to be more generally accepted. 
He ‘left here for Alameda on the steamer 
Encinal at 9:15 this morning, and was 
noticed to be very nervous and excited 
when he purchased his ticket, 

Some of his intimate friends say that he 
has acted queerly recently, and fears have 
been expressed that he was -getting soften- 
ing of the brain. No one appears to have 
seen him fall from the boat, but the body 
was picked up, after it had sunk twice, by a 
boat lowered trom a passing steamer. Life 
was not extinct, but the men in the boat 
did nothing for him, and they also insist 
he was still alive when placed on the wharf 
as minutes later. The body was after- 

d removed to the morgue. Coroner 
Beantom stated that an autopsy would have 
to be held to determine whéther or not 
Bryant had a et. 

‘Theories of suicide and accident were 
propounded as soon as Mr. Bryant’s death 

was known, but the former was scouted at 
the office of the State Investment Insurance 
Company, of which he was president. His 
private affairs, so far as known, were not 
such as to make a man desperate, but his 
health had been poor for six months or 
more, as he was suffering from Bright’s 
disease of the kidneys. Some say he had 


heart disease. He had wasted awa greatly, 
and was subject to fainting spells. It is 
thought probable that when Mr. Bryant 


went to the vicket office, one of these spells 
was coming on, and that he ‘fainted while 
leaning against the rail of the boat 
a few minutes later, and in falling, 
slipped into the water. ‘When he made his 


appearance at the ticket office of the Narrow | 


Gauge ferry, afew minutes before 9:15, he 
was very nervous. 
violently, and he seemed to have difficulty 
in seeing, clear t was also evident that 
he was menta y perturbed. .He walked 
slowly aboard the Eneinal. She had 
searcely cleared the slips before a loud 
splash was heard, and it was seen that he 
had fallen, overboard. The tide was flow- 
ing strongly and carried him rapidly south- 
ward un 1 e was picked up.by a boat. 

Mr, Bryant was.born in New Hampshire 


His hands trembled | 


and was 56 years of age, He leaves @ 
widow and two daughters, one residing 
here and the otherin New Hampshire. He 
came to California in the early days and 
engaged in mining’ Since then he has 
been prominent in business and political 


circles, and served as Mayor of this city for . 


two terms between the years 1875 and 1879, 


His wealth is estimated at between $250,000 
and $500,000.

Want to Punish an Officer Who Was 
Doing His Duty. 

An exciting incident, growing out of an 
apparently trivial matter, occurred at the 
corner of Spring and Temple streets, which 
fora time threatened to develop into a 
small-sized riot. Abont 2 o’clock a gentle- 
man who afterward gave the name of J. J. 
Tittle drove up ina buegy and stopped at 
the corner. Police Officer: James Mackel, 
who was on duty at’ the time, asked Mr. 
Tittle to move up his* team, as he was ob- 
structing the drivewa’y. Mr. Tittle did so, 
turning up Temple street, and stopping 
near the curb on the south side of the cable- 
road track. The officer again asked him to 
move up, asit was impossible for vehicles 
to pass, when Mr. Tittle replied that he was 
waiting for his wife and child, who were in | 
a store near by, and who would be out soon. | 
The officer had had a great deal of trouble | 
in keeping the street clear, and told him 
that he would have to move, when Mr. 
Tittle lost his temper, and told him that he 
would not, that 
HE WAS NOT IN THE WAY, 
etc. With this the officer got in the buggy 
and attempted to drive up tothe station, 
when Mr. Tittle, smarting under what he 
considered an injustice, ordered Mackel to 
get out of the buggy, and attempted to push 
him out, when the officer jum to the 
pavement, pulling Tittle with him. By 
this time a large crowd had congregated in 
the vicinity, and, Tittle continuing to resist 
arrest, Mackel attempted to handcuff him. 
At this juncture Officer McKeag oy in an 
appearance, and they started for the station. 
In the meantime Tittle’s wife had finished 
her purchases and had come out of the store 
to find her husband. Being attracted b 
the crowd, she went in that direction, and, 
on seeing her husband in charge of the offi- 
cers, Was 80 overcome that she fell fainting 
to the sidewalk.

A Times reporter investigated the case,

The general impression was that 
the arrest should not have been made, but 
Tuttle was also blamed for resisting the 
officer, who, itis said, he abused fearfully, 
and attempted to strike him, which latter 
statement is confirmed by Officer McKeag. 
The most unfortunate feature of the affair 
was its effecton Mrs. Tuttle, who was 
IN DELICATE HEALTH, 
and it was this fact which caused the crowd 
to make the demonstration. The lady was 
taken into Orr & Sutch’s establishment, 
however, where everything possible was 
done for her, and she was soon restored to 
consciousness and sent to her home ina 
carriage. 
The suspended officer was also seen. He 
said that he regretted the affair very much, 
on account of the lady, but that he was only 
doing his duty, as he thought, and carrying 
out his orders in keeping the street clear. 
He said that Tuttle cursed him and struck 
at him several times before he attempted to 
put the nippers on him. 

The affair will be investigated. by the 
Police Commissioners, pending which in- 
vestigation the officer will be suspended. 
Mackel is one of the most quiet and effi- 
cient officers on the force, and has never be- 
fore had a registered against 
him. There are always two sides to a story, 
and it is possible that the officer was not so 
much in the wrong as it looks at present.

WHAT GKO. KR. WENDLING SAYS 
ABOUT HIS PEMSONALITY. 


His Satanic Majesty Is an Individual 
Dwelling Outside of Human Na- 


ture—Not a Myth or a Vague | 


Something, but a Reality. 


Is there a personal devil? The world 
has been trying to settle that question ever 
since evil was born into it, and last night a 
good big portion of Los Angeles listened 
for two hours to a lecture on that subject. 
George R. Wendling chose a deep and a 
fascinating theme this time. ‘There are 
men who know little of Hamlet, hardly 
more of Stonewall Jackson, anda great deal 
less of Voltaire, but he dwells not among 
men who has not a familiar acquaintance 
with the devil. Therefore, Mr. Wendling 
made a happy choice. In speaking of that 
much-abused but oft-embraced individual, 
he had a topic in which every man holds a 
life interest. The Pavilion was well filled. 

After a few preliminary remarks—Mr. 
Wendling never makes many—the speaker 
went off into his subject. - He said, first, 
that he belived in believing something; in 
having convictions in politics, religion, 
philosophy, every thing. in these days 

THE AMERICAN CITIZEN 
who did not pin his faith to some political 
party wasn’t: much of a man. Everybody 
should select some philosophy and stay 


with it until he found a better. Agnosticism, 
the philosophy which says, “I don’t know,’ 
was worth nothing. 

The theme, he said, takes one into the 
realm of shadows. Since the world began 
the wisest men have been trying to solve 
the one great problem of moral evil, and 
yet today, in the presence of it, we are 
dumb and blind. The nearest solution of 
it lies inthe great promise that “God is 

ood.” Outside the domain of religious 
taith the human mind cannotrest. It for- 
ever asks what of evil. 

This age has shown more of the produc- 
tions of genius than 50 preceding centuries, 
but even it has failed to come any hearer 
the solution of the problem. The speaker 
believed, he said, that some day, and the 
day might not be far away, a great Jight 
would be shed on the things that are nowin 
darkness. A great man can say he does not 
know, but he cannot say he cannot know. 

The speaker said he believed in a personal 
devil. He could not say where it had origin 
or where evil was born. If he could remove 
some of the misconceptions in regard to the 
devil which had taken hold of the people he 
would not have lived in vain. A thought- 
ful man’s conception of 

MORAL EVIL ~ 
had much to @o with his remedy for the evil. 

Mr. Wendling then took the historic line 
of satanic evil. In the remotest history of 
all races there was the record of a tempter. 
The Chinese knew of him in the days of 
Confucius: he was a legend among the 
Greeks before the time of Socrates; the 
story was told by Roman firesides; there 
were traces the. Celts; the Scan- 
dinavians knew of him; the Peruvians of 
South America spoke of him as they went 
through their temples, whose walls were 
lined with gold; and the Aztecs knew 
of him as they built their great and 
gorgeous edifices, long before they yielded 
to the sword of Cortez, and long before 
Columbus touched at San Salvador. Under 
the shadow of the pyramids, when Egypt 
was the teacher of 
In the remotest regions of the earth was the 
story of a tempter, and it was handed down 
from generation to generation, and from 
race to race, until it has come to us. 

Temptation, he said, in a broad, philoso- 
phic sense, was simply an enticement to 
self-injury. Of all created things, man is 
the only one capable of self-injury and self- 
destruction. ‘the instinct of all animal 
life is self-presvation, and there is the 
corner-stone of the 

BELIEF IN THE DEVIL. 
Man of his owninstinct would never do 
himself injury. There must be a disturb 
ing power on the outside. 

The personality of Satan confronts us in 
the pook of Job: “Among the sonsof God 
came Satan also.” The faithin Satan was. 
universal. The great Nazarene believed in 
him, and the four evangelists believed in 
him. If their use of the word Satan was 
simply figurative then all their writings 
were too figurative to be valuable. When 
Cnrist’s followers who had been out preach- 
ing His word came back with their report, 
he said: “I saw Satan fallen as lightning 
from heaven.” 

Christ taught love as the supreme law. 
Evil must be the opposite of love, and that 
is selfishness. ‘The law of the Nazarene 
bas triumpbed over all. It was for atime 
hidden under the cloud of creed, but it shed 
some light through the rifts. It was taught 
in the days of witchciaft as arule of every- 
day life to love thy neighbor, and witce 
craft aisappeared; it has come on down 
through the centuries, and has leavened the 
whole lump, and today the most powerful 
man is not he who owns the railroads, nor 
he who stands behind the bank counter, but 
he who loves his fellow-man. 

CHRIST BELIEVED 

that the power for leading to evil existed 
outside of the man. The philosophers be- 
lieved the same. Shakespeare, the master 
intellect of the sens of man, who looked 
into human nature as no other man ever 
did, says through all his~ writings that the 
temptation to crime came from the outside. 
Everywhere he teaches that the good lies 
within and the eyil without. So with Goethe 
in his *“Faust.”” The profoundest geniuses 
of earth agree with the Nazarene thut there 
is a personal devil. : 

The thought of evil in humanity is terri- 
ble. One universal attribute of man is 
self-control. His will is omnipotent. He 
knows that it lies in his power to carve out 
his own destiny if he wills it. He has com- 
plete mas‘ery of himself, and the theory 
that human nature is the devil cannot be 
accepted. Men commit crimes that un- 
aided human nature is incapable of. There 
must be a being created outside of heaven 
as powerful as he created in God’s image. 

Reverence, a second universal attribute of 
man, argues that evil lies outside humanity, 
because, though you cannot uproot the feel- 
ing of reverence trom any man’s heart, the 
devil is always irreverent. 

A third universal power of Nature is the 
feeling of disrespect, aversion, and even 
loathing for the evil influence. The name 
of the devil has always been applied to 

A THING OF SHAME. 

He was never paintdd as a woman ora 
baby. Only afuli-grown man seems fit for 
a devil. No one can see the devil in woman- 
hood or childhood, and this has its source in 
the intuitive feeling of personal evil out- 
side ourselves. 

Christ showed always a belief in Satan, 
and the three great truths of Christianity 
are God, immortality and Satan. 

The speaker concluded with the remark 
that he had not athomnyted to prove the ex- 
istence of a personal devil, but simply to 
show that outside of Revelations were lines 
of thought which, if followed up, would go 
to prove Christ’s belief. 

Mr. Wendling had an attentive and think- 
ing audience, and he satisfied them. To-: 
night, “Is Death the End?”

New Koads and What Kailroad Peo- 
‘ ple Are Doing. 

Work on the Pomona and Elsinore Rail- 
road goes on at a rapid rate. The grading 
has been completed with the exception of a 
gap probably three miles in length between 
South Riverside and Elsinore. Gangs are 


now at work at both ends and will meet | 


each other in a few days. The moment the 
grading is completed the track-laying wiil 
be begun, and according to contract must 
be finished in 60 days from commencenient. 
Two months more, then, will. see the road 
entirely completed and ready for operation. 

Who will operate it is the questiou the 
interested people are trying to settle. The 
design of ex-Gov. Merrill and his associates 
in building, the road was to develop the ad- 

acent Before it is halfway fin- 
Shed the Southern Pacific suddenly dis- 
covers that it would afford them an excel- 
lent route to San Diego should they sueceed 
in getting right of way into that town by 
the sea, In fact the Pomona and Elsinore 
road would shorten the distance about 40 
miles. 

With San Diego in view, the Southern 
Pacitic made peer to the owners of 
the new road to buy or lease it. ‘The own- 
ers were perfectly willing to sell; in fact, 
earnestly desired that the Southern Pacific 
should operate the road, as that would give 
them the best rapid transit service to Los 
Angeles. But about this time one or two 
eastern Jines, which are keeping their eyes 
open for a chance to get to the coast either 
here or at San Diege, saw a chance in the 
Pomona and Elsinore, and opened negotia- 
tions for its purchase, 

Things have been in just that status for 
a month past. The Southern Pacific. seeing 
others in the field after the short line, have, 
for reasons known only to themselves, hung 
back in making the purchase. They could 
get better terms than any other road, be- 
cause they could insure, from the Pomona 
connection, the best immediate service. 

In the 
beed steadily at work on the road, and are 
going to —s it. For the distance of 
perhaps a mile, in the Warm Spring Valley, 
a local motor road owned the right of way. 
When the Pomona and Elsinore was pro 
jected the motor company readily gave up 
this portion of the right of way, 
and the Pomona and Elsinore is now being 
graded over it. Some of the private parties 
who had the granting of the way at this 
point are kicking against the exchange in 
roads, and there may yet be legal trouble 
overit. This wrangle, it is supposed by 
many, has much todo with the hesitation 
of the Southern Pacific. They want to 
avoid tangling themselves in a law suit and 
are waiting a settlement by the present 
owners. 

A few days since a meeting was held at 
San Francisco between Gey. Merrill and 
his associates and the Southern Pacific 
Officials relative to the purchase, but the 
resultsof that meeting have-not yet been 
made public. It is highly probable, though, 
that a satisfactory arrangement was arrived 
at, as the Southern Pacific really cannot 
afford to lose the road.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


NOT TO BE ONE BIG BUILDING, 
BUT A PRETTY VILLAGK. 


Minute Description of the Plan of 
Building—Scheme for, a Unique 

_Settiement of Veterans, Where 
Beauty, Comfort and Patriotic 
Association Will Blend. 


Much has been published about the pro- 
jected new Soldier’s Home, to be built near 
this city, but the following more minute 
and accurate description gives a better idea 
of the institution than any sketch yet 
printed: ; 3 


The grounds of the home lie about four 
miles east of Sant Monica, and -about a 
mile northwest of Gray’s Station on the 
Santa Monica. Railroad. The road from 
that station winds throuch fields of barley, 
past a sightly knoll, on which ‘is the Wolfs- 
kill mansion. 


The Los Angeles County Railroad, now 
being constructed, will pass much nearer, 
touching the southeastgorner of the grounds, 
while a branch from i¥ will run into the 
center of the tract. Sunset boulevard, 100 
feet wide, extending from Los Angeles to 
Santa Monica, will pass through the grounds 
of the home. These grounds are 4385 by 
2800 feet, and contain about 300 acres, or 
half a square mile. 

The grounds are now devoid of trees. 
The location is sightly, Los Angeles, Santa 
Monica and the ocean being in view, and 
fresh seabreezes sweep the spot. The land 
is undulating, and when it is all planted 
with trees, and artificial lakes are made, as 
—e it will make a delightful 
park. But this will takesome years to do. 

Back ot the honie, tothe northward, are 
the low. mountains of,the..Cahuenga range 

in the cafions these reservoirs will 
be built to supply the home with water. A 
good supply seems assu : 

The, popular idea of a soldiers’ home 
seems to be thatit isone mammoth building, 
containing dining-rooms, dormitories, sick 
wards, etc., on the planofa large summer 
hotel. The average citizen conjures up a 
vision like the Raymond, with the addition 
of turrets, the Star Spangled Banner flying 
from the roof, and a band playing on the 
veranda. ‘The reality is quite different, 

Through the —— otS. R. Burns, of 
the firm of Peters Burns, supervising 
architects of the home, a Times reporter 
was enabled to see the plans and specifica- 
tions for building this new village, for such 
it seems to be, and to get some idea of what 
it will be like, 

The soldiers will sleep in barracks, of 
which there are 25, accommodating 100 men 
each. The word “barracks” suggests a 
plain, unsighfly shed, ana gives an erro- 
neous idea of these handsome buildings. 
They are each to be 189 feet long by 2614 feet 
wide and two stories and attic in height. 
Both stories are 13 feet high in the clear, 
and will be surrounded by porches 12 feet 
wide, The center gable will’ project in 
front of the side wings, and end in a hand- 
some portico, flanked by an ornamental 
turret. The architecture is of the modern 

thool, external _e one_of 
— barracks is that of a villa or seaside 

otel. 

The interior arrangements are, of course, 
the very best obtainable. There are read- 
ing and smoking-rooms, bathrgoms, lava- 
tories and four large dormitories in each 
barrack. The lavatories will have wedge- 
wood basins with slabs of Tennessee red 
4anarble. The bathtubs of planished, seain- 
less copper, the fi ng and staircases of 
Oregon pine, the woodwork to be brought 
to a dull oil finish. All shingles are to be 
dipped in creosote, and in every way the 
work will be the best to be had for money. 

These 25 barracks will be arranged in the 
form of an amphitheater near the north end 
of the greunds, with streets winding be- 
tween them. They will surround the flag- 
staff already in position, where a music pa- 
vilion will be erected. South of this pavil- 
ion will the headquarters proper, the 
offices of Governor, Treasurer and other 
officials, amd the Memorial Hall. To the 
extreme north of the camp will be the great 
dining-hall, 

The 2000 old soldiers will leave their bar- 
racks and strol) through the streets to their 
dining-hall, just as our tourists leave their 
separate furnished rooms and all meet at 
the hotel table. This dining-hall will be 
about 350. by 150 feet and wil cover more 
than an acre of eg The dining-hall 
will be two stories high and have two 
wings. Euch story of each wing will ac- 
commodate 510 men. They will sit at a 
great number of small tables, as in any 
café. The kitchens are located in the 
center in the second story, with the dumb 
waiters and pantries. From the basement 
under the kitchen a tunnel under a hill will 
communicate with the laundry and bakery. 
Thus little trucks loaked with napkins and 
pies will shoot through the intervening hill 
and land safely at the footof the dumb 
waiters. % 

The boiler-house and laundry thus con- 
nected with the dining-hall is for the nse of 
that building only. The main boiler-house 
and laundry will be situated near the center 
of the grounds in a deep arroyo. Here will 
be generated steam, which, by underground 

ipes, will be led to all the buildings of this 
fittle town, and will warm them in winter. 
Hot water will also be sent from here to all 
the dormitories. 

The boiler-house will also run a pump, b 
which the sewage of all the buildings, col- 
lected at one point, will be forced onto the 
lands selected for agricultural purposes in 
the northeast corner of the grounds. Itis 
expected that on this farm will be raised 
the vegetables, and largely the fruit, needed 
in the institution. The land is good, and 
sewerage irrigation is expected to produce 
great results. 

Not far from the boiler-house a large 
hospital, two stories high, in the shape of a 
T, is to be erected. The wings will be re- 
spectively 450 and 175 feet long. The cool 
sea breezes will sweep through it, and the 
long windows will open on the shady por- 

coes. 

Just south of the barracks the home 

church will afford the veterans a place for 
pious meditation, while their esthetic tastes 
will be soothed by its stained glass win- 
dows. Scattered about the grounds will be 
various ornamental buildings for the quar- 
termaster and commissary departments and 
the residences of the different officers, 
’ The plans for. none of the buildings are 
yet en except those of the 25 bar- 
racks. The bids for a portion of these will 
be opened May 19th. The work, both in 
magnitude and quality, has seldom been 
equaled in its kind on this coast, and it 
will take a man of some capital and ability 
to successfully carry out the contract. The 
Government makes good work a sine qua 
non. 

on George H. Bonebrake has made a 
donation of $5000, to be used as‘a nucleus 
for a fund for the establishment of a library 
for the benefit of the home. 

So it will be seen that the Soldiers’ 
Home will not be a building, but a settle- 
ment of itself. 1t will comprise about 40 
handsome buildings, some of them of great 
size, scattered over a pers of half a square 
mile. This park will be eventually well 
shaded and watered, and intersected with 
roads winding around green knolls and 
beds of_flowers. Here the veterans will sit 
and smoke on the verandas while the 
band plays in its pavilion, and the flag flut- 
ters in the breeze.

facturers and labor by them. 
Protection, so-called, would add not a penn 
tothe w worker’s pay or give one day’s 
additional labor in the year, but it would 
rob him of an undue proportion of his earn- 
ings to purchase the necessaries of life, and 
keep him tremblingly dependent, since the 
recent history of this country shewed that 
the tendency of protected industries was 
toward combination in the form of trusts, 
under which production was arbitrarily sus- 
nded, raising prices to consumers and 

sowing the workingman out of his job. A 
monopoly more terrible, more dangerous to 
the liberties of the country, more oppressive 
to the laborergcannot be imagined. 

Continuing his speech, Mr. Scott safa: 
Upon no class of people does the. present 
fiscal burdens bear so heavily as upon the 
farming class. One of the strong arguments 
the protectionists made’ to the farmer was 
the home market that protection was alleged 
to insure for his producé. It was a fallacy 
and fraud, and intelligent farmers would 
not longer be deceived by it. He called at- 
tention to natural gas, and said that manu- 
facturers who were so fortunately situated 
required nothing more to enable them to 
take the start of this majestic world and 
bear the palm alone but free raw material 
and open matkets around the globe, with no 
unnecessar striction here or there in 
cheap f and cheap clothing. Another 
vexe omen is wool. ‘This bill put wool 
on the free list, not only in the interest of 
the wool manufacturer, but of sheep hus- 
bandry itself. To enable the manufacturer 
of this country to compete in the home mar- 
ket and to export. the surplus abroad, he 
must be able to purchase his wool as favor- 
ably, not only as to price, but as to seléc- 
tion of qualities and kinds, as does his for- 
eign competitor. Immediately wool was 
free, our manufacturers would begin to draw 
upon the markets of the world for raw ma- 
terial to meet the American demand. The re- 
sult would be an advance in wool in the 
foreign markets, and the advance abroad 
would advance the price here, tariff or no 
tariff. In conciusion he said: “We are 
here, sir, we, the majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee and of this House, in de- 
fense of American industry. We alone 
offer it protection; we seekgalone independ- 
ence and aggrandizement of domestic 
labor by liberating it from unnatural re- 
straints and allowing it undisturbed posses- 
sion and complete enjoyment of its owh 
earnings, The other side offer it a 
monopolized. market in which to buy the 
necessaries of life on the one hand, and on 
the other a labor market subject to the 
caprice of trusts. Will the laboring man 
accept that generous tender and vote with 
the monopo party under coercion of the 
employer? If they do, the hideous disaster, 
foreseen by Jefferson, as the natural result 
of the restrictive and subsidy policy, will 
rush down upon us and the government of 
the Union will pass into the hands of those 
who openly ge to pervert its powers 
and employ them to plunder the people for 
their enrichment.” 

Mr. Scott spoke for more than two hours, 
and was loudiy applauded as he concluded.

Senate Committee on Indian Traderships, 
regarding the Agent Gregory matter and 
the-cutting of logs from Indian reservations, 
was resumed today.

business affairs. He made an exception in 
respect to Col. William F. Vilas, who, he 
said, owned 240 shares, of the face value of 
$24,000, and himself, whose investment was 
$63,000, or 650 shares. 

Senator Chandler insisted upon having 
further information, and Senator Faulkner 
objected. 

The witness, in reply to Senator Faulk- 
ner, stated thatall the stockholders were 
Republicans except Vilas and himself, 
and that none gf them had any connection, 
in any way, with the matter under investiga- 
tion. 

Senator Faulkner then repeated his ob- 
jection. Considerable discussion of the 
matter ensued, and the witness’finally said 
that he could not remember the amounts of 
the investments of other shareholders, and 
would not furnish them from the company’s 
records unless compelled to by law, except 
as to Vilasand himself. He denied that 
the company had cut any timber from res- 
ervation lands, and if they had sawed any 
for other parties it had been unwittingly. 

FA{RCHILD’S FINANCIERING. 

The total amount of bonds pnrchased 
under the circular of April 17th, includ- 
ing today’s purchases, is $18,058,000, Their 
cost to the Government, including pre- 
mium, was 21,665,500, hen the Secre- 
tary issued his offer to bonds, the Treas- 
ury surplus, as. stated in the official state- 
ment, was $105,225,000. Since then it has 
fluctuated between $110,000,000 and $102,- 
000,000. According to the statement issued 
yesterday, it was $105,400,000 or slightly in 
excess of what it was when the buying of 

bunds began, showing that the excess of 
receipts over expenditures during the pe- 
riod stated was greater by $175,000 than the 
amount expended up to yesterday in the 

urchase of bonds. It is understood that 
his apparent failure to reduce the-surplus 
had cousiderable todo with the action of 
Acting Secretary Thompson today, in ac- 
cepting over $700,000 of bonds at rates 
higher than had previously been paid.. To- 
day $127 was paid for 4 per cent. bonds and 
$108 for 44¢ per cents. Heretofore, $1261¢ 
and $1073 respectively were the highest 
prices paid. cretary Fairchild is dis- 
posed to buy heavily, but it is intimated at 
the department that it is not likely that he 
will go above today’s rate, unless specially 
impelled thereto in the interests of the 
‘Government.

‘The sum of $2,000,000 is appropri- 
ated, to be available during the current 
rear, to carry out the purposes of the Bill, 
he number of towns which would be en- 
titled to postoffice buildings under the pro- 
visions of the LD at 1500, and it is 
estimated that $25,000,000 would be required 
to supply them all with buildings.

The Southern Pacific Steps in and 
Bars it Out. 


The Completion of the Line to Be 
Pushed Rapidly Forward. 


How the Missourl Pacific Negotiations Came to 
an End — Huntington Decides That His 
Company Mast Build to San Diego 
in the Near Futare,

SAN FRANcISce@, May 11.—[ By the Asso- | 
ciated Press.} The important announce- 
ment was made here today that the South- 
ern Pacific Campany has purchased and 
will immediately complete the Pomona and 
Elsinore Railroad. This is the result of 
nearly one year’s negotiation, and is a prac- 
tical assurance that the company will soon 
havea through line to San Diego. The 
road is already graded from Pomona to 
South Riverside, and a contract has been 
made providing for the completion of the 
road to South Riverside in four months, 
and to Elsinore in eight months. The 
Southern Pacific Company has not yet pur- 
chased the San Diego and Elsinore road, 
butitis understood that it will do so as 
soon as certain matters affecting the right of 
way into San Diego are settiea. They ex- 

ct to be in San Diego within 12 months. 
resident Richard Gird of the Elsinore 
road leit for San Diego last night. George 
W. Monteith of the same road will leave 
for the south early next week. 

The Northern Pacific is making arrange- 
ments with the Southern Pacific Company 
by which tickets to the Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago will be made good to return 
via St. Paul and Portland. The delegates 
aud their friends will be given an oppor- 
tunity to see Yellowstone Park free of 
charge. 

_ DETAILS OF THE DEAL. 

The reputed sale of the Pomona and 
Elsinore Railroad to the Southern Pacific 
Company has-been the subject of much 
comment among railroad men in this city. 
Today an Associated Press representative 
was detailed tolearn the exact particulars 
of the transaction. He first attempted to 
see President Gird, but, learning that he 
and Engineer Treadwell had left for the 
south; he next sought an interview with 
Mr. Monteith, attorney of the road, who had 
conducted the negotiations, He was found 
sick in bed at the Palace Hotel and not 
able to be seen. The Southern Pacific 
officials were next approached. They 
were. extremely reticent, but finally a 
railroad man fully conversant with the de- 
tails of the transaction was induced to 
give what is believed to be the first accurate 
report of the deal yet given to the public. 
About a year ago the late George A. Coules 
of San Diego and George W. Monteith, at 
that time a resident of Riverside; conceived 
the idea of a gomeeting line between Los 
Angeles and San Diego, via Elsinore. After 
canvassing the matter thoroughly it was de- 
cided to try and induce ex-Gov. Merrill and 
his associates, who had previously incorpo- 
rated the Pomona and Elsinore line, to join 
in the undertaking. Monteith had an in- 
terview with Gov. Merrill, the result of 
which was that he and his associates 
entered heartily into the scheme. Mon- 
teith then went east for the summer, and 
while there talked the subject over with the 
Missouri Pacific ple, who at that time 
had hardly decided upon entering Southern 
California. On his return it was deter- 
mined, if possible, to interest the Southerr 
Pacific Company in the subject, and the 
matter was broached to them. Stephen T. 
Gage was then delegated to meet Messrs, 
Cowles and Monteith in San Diego, and in 
October an important conference was had 
at the Fiorence Hotel and the formation of 
the San Diego and Elsinore Railway Com 
— was determined upon. Mr. Cowles’s 
eath soon after caused some little de 
lay, but Monteith went to work and 
succeeded in interesting Messrs. Bry- 
ant Howard, E. W. Morse. and Judge 
M. A. Luerin the enterprise. They, with 
Gov. Stevenson of Nevada, who went in 
at the instance of Gage, together with 
Messrs. Merrill, Gird, Joy, Heald and 
Palmer of the Pomona and Elsinore Rail- 
way, new coinpany and projected 
a line from San Diego to Elsinore, which, 
together with the Pomona and Elsinore 
road and the Southern Pacific, made a short 
and eminently practicable route between 
San Diego and Los Angeles, and at the 
same time offered the Southern Pacific a 
much-needed connection with San Diego. 
The San Bernardino Central, merely a 
branch of the Elsinore line, was also or- 
ganized.

Serious Railway Accident in New

Strange Aquatic Birds. 

Port Harrorp, May 8.—{To the 
Editor of Tur Times.] The writer has 
seen several articles published in your 
paper, and also in the San Francisco 
Examiner, referring to an aquatic fowl,
